Well, the (/nly question is, How' 
far w II ihis $5,000 circulate before 
it gets bad: in^o the Town Office 
and becomes dead. That is what will 
happen. If I receive a Warrant and 
give it to you, and >’Ou take it to the 
Town Office tt/ pay on Taxes or Wat 

Rates, the W'arrant becomes dead 
then and docs not circulate any fur¬ 
ther.

In a two hour speech Mr. Brownlee 
electrified the House w th his fluen’^jy 
He made no attempt to go in.o dc* 
tall with regard to the charges of the 
oppoaUlon, contenting himself with a 
blanket denial of ihtlr allcgaVKms. 
Ha contended that no Government 
could have foreseen the cerlousness 
of the situation that had arisen thru* 
out the world. For what coursa his 
administration had taken he had no 
apologies to make and no aPbi to 
offer. 

He siigge54ted that the Prima Min* 
Istcr of Canada should call a confer¬ 
ence of the Dominion in order to de¬ 
vise some new scheme of unemploy¬ 
ment relief, particularly, as It affected 
s ngle men. 

He urged the continuance of tli: 
Hvo rent wheat bonus and thought, it 
probable that It might be neccpsary 
to bon*’s the export of hogs and bi* 
con. He denied responsibility of the 
Government In th^ admin'atratlon of 
canteen funds and made an appeal 
to the mortgage companies for a 
more generous treatment of their 
debtors. 

Mr. Brownlee made it quite clear 
that as far as he was concerned there 
would be no moratorium In Alberta 
Whatever the government Intended 
with regard to a prov'ncial income 
tax would be made clear when the 
budget was brought down. 

The Prime Minister suggested an¬ 
other conference in order to devise an 
Improved scheme of rural credits and 
concluded with the hope that when 
the Hou.Sq next met It would be Vn- 
der happier auspices.

In many oases the troiiblo is be¬ 
cause of the breaking up cf the home 
by divorce. 

In many other ca.sei thi trouble is 
because the father himself has net 
didled honssiy and clean living into 
his boys from childhood, and has not 
Uved a clean, wholeaomc life hl:ns'>'f. 

Too many boys now do not have 
to work.
